In claim 1, line 16, after "balloon" and before "the nano-tubes" the term "with" has 
been deleted and the term - - wherein - - has been inserted in place thereof. 

In claim 1 , line 1 7, before "oriented" the phrase "oriented in the tube in one of . 
has been deleted and the term - - are - - has been inserted in place thereof. 

In claim 1, line 17, after "oriented" and before "along the axis" the term "primarily" 
has been deleted. 

In claim 1 , line 18, after "or" and before "tangentially" the term "oriented" has 
been deleted. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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With regards to claim 1 , the prior art fails to teach or suggest applicant's recited 
balloon comprising a blended nanocomposite consisting essentially of a polymer 
selected from nylon 12 or PET and a nanocomposite selected from carbon nanotubes 
or nano-ceramic fibers wherein the orientation of the nanotubes or nanofibers is along 
the axis of the balloon or tangentially in the wall of the tube which is blow molded into 
the balloon. 

Acquarlo discloses an intervascular shaft comprising nylon-12 and nanoclay. 
However, Acquarlo fails to disclose a blended nanocomposite consisting essentially of a 
polymer selected from nylon 1 2 or PET and a nanocomposite selected from carbon 
nanotubes or nano-ceramic fibers wherein the orientation of the nanotubes or 
nanofibers is along the axis of the balloon or tangentially in the wall of the tube which is 
blow molded into the balloon.
